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New Books 
Near Completion 


A new campus bookstore, 
almost twice as large as the 
present one, will be completed 
by early next semester. 

The $400,000 two story 
structure will feature unique 
interior decorations plus up 
to eight check-out counters 
for speedy service. 

Funds for the new bookstore 
were provided by a five per 
gent loan from the Bank of 
America and the Hornet Foun- 
dation, a private non-profit 
organization that provides food 
and book services for the col- 
lege. 

The bookstore will take up 
nearly 18,000 square feet and 
cost about $15 per square foot. 
It will be able to handle an 
estimated 14-16,000 students, 
whereas the present store is 
designed for a student body 
of 4-6,000. Only books will be 
sold on the second floor with 
the first floor devoted to gen- 
eral merchandise.

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Enroliment Up 
From Last Year 


The enrollment for the fall 
semester at Sacramento State 
is up by more than three per 
cent over the figure for the 
fall session last year. 


A total of 9,428 students 
were processed during the ad- 
vanced and regular registra- 
tion procedures for this yea . 
The figure last year was 9,102. 

“But this is by no means 
the final figure,” noted regis- 
strar Dean C. Landis. “We 
expect a large number to take 
part in late registration which 
continues through October 1.” 


The Psychology, Business 
Adiministration, Speech and 
Anthropology departments, ac- 
cording to college officials, 
were the heaviest hit by stu- 
dents seeking classes. 

“The classes are full,” said 
Landis, “But we hope space 
will be found for all students 
following the shakedown this 
week.” 

The shortages in classes has 
been attributed to the failure 
of the college to secure in- 
structors in the heavy enrol- 
ment sections. 

Landis also noted that stu- 
dents will be involved in new 
procedures for adding and 
dropping classes. 

A new college policy effect- 
ed by the college council has 
set the last day to drop a 
course without academic pen- 
alty and the final day to add 
a course as October 1. 

Previously the drop date 
was as much as two weeks 
following the final add date. 
Students will be able to se- 
cure registration materials for 
adjustments in the foyer of 
the administration building. 
Adjustments may be made by 
the following schedule: 

Today students may change 
programs from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
at the registrar’s window. The 
schedule resumes Monday run-~ 
ning through Friday from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and from 5:30 
to 7:30 p.m. October 1, the 
final day, wiil run from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m.

Herring Speaks 
About Vietnam 


Dr. Francis Herring who was 
a delegate to the Arerican- 
Vietnamese Women’s meeting 
in Jakarta, will appear in Sac- 
ramento on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 30. 

Her appearance will take 
place at 8 p.m. in the Ribera 
Room. 


Dr. Herring, who, since 1957, 
has been a member of the re- 
search staff of the Institute 
of Governmental Studies of 
the University of California 
at Berkeley; went with a group 
of other American women to 
Jakarta. 

There they met and talked 
with North and South Viet- 
nameses women and jointly 
drew up a declaration for 
ending the war in Viet Nam. 
She had the opportunity to 
hear first hand on a personal 
leve! about life in a war torn 
country. 

Dr. Herring will discuss the 
nature of the National Liber- 
ation Front, its relation to the 
government of North Viet Nam, 
the nature of the war and 
whether it is one of aggres- 
sion from the north, the Viet- 
namese attitude toward the 
United Nations, and the role 
played by women in the war. 

The trip to Jakarta which 
was sponsored by Women 
Strike for Peace took place in 
July of this year, and since 
then the delegates have been 
involved in speaking tours.

Embarking on his fifth sea- 
son with the SSC Hornets, 
head coach Ray Clemons has 
had bad news even before his 
opening game victory over the 
Portland State Vikings. 

The injury loss of fullback 
and placement kicker Mike 
Clemons, son of the coach, can 
only retard the effectiveness 
of the SSC offense, a unit that 
set an all time school scoring 
record last year with 213 
points. Clemons led the green 
and gold with eight touch- 
downs and added i6 conver- 
sions and four field goals for 
a record 76 points. His 42- 
yard punting average will be 
missed, not to mention 350 net 
yards rushing for a 2.9 aver- 
age. 

Stellar defensive back Jan 
Hoganson who, like Clemons, 
sold out as a sophomore last 
year, suffered a cracked ankle 
in practice and will be out of 
action indefinitely. Jan was 
expected to carry the load of 
an offensive back this year. 

All-FWC quarterback Bob 
Miller is the only veteran in 
the backfield. Miller clicked on 
46 per cent of his aerials for 
909 yards and nine touch- 
downs. He ran for an addi- 
tonal 148 yards with a total of- 

fense mark of 1075 yards. 

Rich Joeger, who helped 
lead the 1963 freshman squad 
to an impressive 7-1 mark, sat 
out last year’s action with an 
injury. He is slated to climb 
into the position vacated by 
last year’s rushing leader Hom- 
er Mascorro, lost through 
graduation. 
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Miller should not be de- 
prived of the laurels he re- 
ceived last year when the abil- 
ity of his receivers is explicat- 
ed, but he must throw to an 
entirely new receiving corps 
this year, following the gradu- 
ation of the top five receivers 
of last year, including all- 
FWC choice, Gary Kelley. 
John Heintz, varsity letterman 
last year, and American River 
JC transfer, Davie Cummings, 
one of Saturday’s heroes, qual- 
ify as the top receivers. 

All-FWC tackle, Barney 
Brust, the only Hornet to go 
both ways, suffered an injury 
in the Portland game. 

“I don’t know if I'll play 
agains: the Broncos,” Barney 
told us. “It’s a day to day 
affair. I’ve been taking whirl- 
pool bath treatments and I'd 
ay it’s about a 50-50 chance 
I'll play.” 

It would be rough losing 
him. Barney anchored one of 
the finest SSC lines in history 
last year, part of a defense 
that allowed only nine touch- 
downs in 10 regular season 
games, including five shutouts. 

Monterey JC transfer, Bill 
Morrisroe, culled to carry 
Clemons’ burden, showed signs 
of effectiveness both in rush- 
ing and kicking the winning 
conversion. Rick Swan, vic- 
tim of an unimpressive punting 
exhibition, expects to improve. 
The senior from Miami (Fla.) 
University may also get an oc~- 
casional nod at quartertfack. 

Halfback Rich Falk must be 
given a better opportunity to 
show his ability. The Bakers- 
field transfer showed signs of 
potential Saturday. 

The pickings are lean this 
year, but confidence on the 
part of SSC students has got 
to help the morale of the Hor- 
nets as they try for @ second 
straight FWC crown.

7 To6 In Opener 


Bob Miller’s 7i- yard touch- 
down pass to Davie Cummings 
on the second play from 
scrimmage eased the Hornets 
past the Portland State Vik- 
ings 7-6 in the first game of 
the season Saturday. 

Junior ‘halfback Rich Joeger, 
freshman whiz out with an in- 
jury last year, ran the open- 
ing kickoff from the SSC four 
to the 27. Miller gained two 
to the 29 before unloading the 
bomb. Cummings who had 
beaten his defender by two 
strides, hauled in the pass just 
over midfield and raced home 
with the only score for SSC, 
after 45 second of game time 
had elapsed. Bill Morrisroe 
added the conversion which 
stood up as the margin of vic- 
tory. 

Led by Rick Silva and Andy 
Berkis, the Vikings outrushed 
the Hornets 114 to 35 yards. 
Junior college transfer Morris- 
roe, filling in for last year’s 
Hornet scoring leader and 
number two rusher Mike Cle- 
mons, prevented the Vikings 
from complete rushing domi- 
nance with 27 yards in 10 
carries. 

Portland completely out- 
played the Hornets following 
the opening score. The only 
things the 2100 fans could 
cheer at were the songleaders. 

PSC threatened several 
times, but was unable to score, 
until Miller’s pass was picked 
off by Steve Mikulic on the 
PSC 17 and returned to the 
26 midway into the final per- 
iod. The Vikings moved stead- 
ily downfield, going 74 yards 
in 15 plays, with freshman 
quarterback Ed Gorman plun- 
ging over from the four for the 
touchdown. 

Following a delay of game 
penalty on the conversion at- 
tempt, Dave Beyerlein's kick 
of an extra five yards sailed 
wide to the right, and SSC 
held on to a slim 7-6 lead. 


But the Vikings weren't 
through. SSC received a punt 
on their own 15. Fading back 
to pass, Miller was hit on the 
nine, the ball jarred loose, and 
exuberant PSC tackle Gene 
Davis, the hero, now fell on it. 
When Silva, Gorman, and Val 
Thompson could gain no ap- 
preciable yardage, Davis at- 
tempted a 21-yard field goal. 
The halo eluded him this time, 
and the kick went wide right.
